In a nationwide

cast April 24, 1956, speaking in reply 
to a speech by President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower on his veto of a Demo­ 
cratic farm bill, 
Senate 
Majority 
Leader Johnson said: 


“Since 1952, wages have gone up; 
corporate dividends have gone up; 
the entire national income has gone 
up. But the income of the farmer 
has gone down 26 per cent. 


“ The worke r who is ma king re ­ 
frige ra tor a nd te le vision se ts will 
soone r or la te r be out of work if 
the re is no one to buy re frige ra tors 
a nd te le vision 
se ts. 
But 
if 
the 
fa rme r ca n’t ma ke 
a living, 
the 
fa rme r ca n’t buy the se things. If 
he ca n’t buy the m, tha t cuts the j 
ma rke t down. 
And 
tha t 
me a ns j 
worke rs will be thrown out of jobs. 


“The farm er’s 
income 
must 
be 
bolstered, not only for the farmer’s 
sake, but for your sake. Otherwise 
we may spin into another depres­ 
sion.” 
In a message to congress on Agri­ 
culture, Jan. 31, 1964. Johnson said: 
“The agricultural commodity pro­ 
grams developed during the past 31) 
years have served us well. They are 
now 
an 
indispensable bulwark 
of 
our agricultural economy. Without 
them our food supply would be much 
less secure than it is today. 
“ But the y a re in ne e d 
of improve­ 
me nt. Ne w conditions arising from 
the 
te chnologica l 
re volution 
in 
a griculture pre se nt a spe cia l cha l­ 
le nge —a cha lle nge ba se d ii|x»n the 
proble ms of a bunda nce ra the r tha n 
sca rcity. 
“ We must also look beyond agri­ 
culture to rural Amenca as a whole. 
Fifty-five million Americans live in 
rural areas. Too many of them have 


great progress in recent years — 
but we can and must do better.” 
CIVIL RIGHTS 
On March 9, 1949, speaking of a 
proposal by President Harry S. Tru­ 
man for a 
civil rights law, Sen. 
Johnson told the Senate: 
“This civil rights question brings 
into play all those strong a nd evil 
forces of racial prejudice. Perhaps 
no prejudice is so contagious or so 
dangerous as the unreasoning preju­ 
dice against men because of their 
birth, the color of their skin, or their 
ancestral background. Racial preju­ 
dice is dangerous because it is a dis­ 
ease of the majority, endangering 
minority groups. 
“ When we of the South arise here 
to speak against the civil rights pro­ 
posals, we are not speaking against 
the Negro race. We are not attempt­ 
ing to keep alive the old flames of 
hatred and bigotry. We are, instead, 
trying to prevent those flames from 
being rekindled. We are trying to tell 
the rest of the nation that this is not 
the way to accomplish what so many 
want to do for the Negro.” 
In a speech at San Angelo, Tex., 
Dec. 12, 1958, Johnson said he was 
opposed to forced integration, but he 
added: 
“ We ’re a little la te in our se c­ 
tion in re cogniz ing tha t a ll me n a re 
cre a te d e qua l. I wish the hothe a ds 
on both side s would give us a 
cha nce to e volve a solution to this 
proble m.” 
In e x pla ining his vote for the 
1 9 5 7 civil rights bill, Johnson sa id, 
“ I vote d for the civil rights bill 
be ca use I think e ve ryone ought to 
ha ve the right to vote , whe the r he ’s 
white or brown or bla ck.”

1959, 
Senate 
Majority 
Loader Johnson came up with his 
own civil rights proposals, including 
a provision for a Community Rela­ 
tions Service. He explained this in a 
Texas radio speech, Feb. 8, 1959: 
“ Basically, the duty of the Commu­ 
nity Relations Service would be to

“The counsel of delay is not the 
counsel of courage. A government 
conceived and dedicated to the pur­ 
pose that all men are born free and 
equal cannot pervert its mission by 
rephrasing the purpose to suggest 
that men shall be free today—but 
shall be equal a little later.” 
On 
Nov. 
27, 
1963, 
in 
his 
first 
speech as President to a .joint session 
of Congress, Johnson said: 
“ No memorial oration or eulogy 
could more eloquently honor Presi­ 
dent 
Kennedy’s memory that the 
earliest possible passage of the civil 
rights bill for which he fought so 
long. We have talked long enough 
in this country about equal rights. 
We have talked for 100 years or 
more. It is time now to write the 
next chapter, and to write it in the 
books of law.” 
On July 2. as he signed the civil 
rights bill, Johnson said: 
“ Ame rica ns of e ve ry ra ce a nd 
color ha ve worke d to build a na ­ 
tion of wide ning opportunitie s. Now 
our ge ne ra tion of Ame rica ns ha s 
be e n ca lle d on to continue the un­ 
e nding se a rch for justice within 
our borde rs.” 
On July 28, 1964, in a speech to a 
group of educators at the White 
House, Johnson said: 
“ We must and shall maintain re­ 
spect for law and order in America, 
but democracy never has and never 
will solve its problems at the end 
of a billy club. Our land is young, 
our strength is great, our course is 
far from run, yet there is discontent 
among our people reaching through 
our whole society.”

The Doctor

“ I don’t wanna 
go to 
school!” 
Mother, don’t believe it when y our 
child say s this. Most norm al children 
like school ami would be unhappy 
and bored without it. 
A few, however, develop a nega­ 
tive attitude and make quite a fuss 
about school. They m ay even get 
headaches or vomit when the tim e 
conies to leave the house. This is 
not the sam e as pretending illness 
to get out of going to school o cca­ 
sionally but is rather a ty pe of fe a r 
or anxiety reaction. 


The possible causes include fear of 
being bullied by classm ates, fear of 
failure in the perform ance of daily 
assignments or, in some older chil­ 
dren a general belligerence associ­ 
ated with the onset of puberty . 
In many children, however, espe­ 
cially those in the lower grades, the 
cause is ‘‘sm other love” or an over- 
protective attitude on the part of the 
mother. 
Some mothers just 
c a n’t 
bear to see their little darlings grow 
up. 
They urge their child to be off 
to school, but secretly hope the 
child will refuse to leave her. A 
child is quick to sense the moth­ 
er’s emotional conflict. Atlhough 
he cannot put it into words he gets 
the message. 
In the end. the mother becom es 
terrified by her 
“unruly ” 
child's 
j complete defiance of her and the 
child becomes terrified at being east 
adrift, as it were, in a world w here 
the adults he depends on show no 
authority and refuse him the firm 
guidance he knows he needs. 
When firmness 
fails, 
giving the 
j child a mild tranquilizer in the m orn- 
| mg for a day or two m ay solve the 
problem. If this doesn't work both 
the m other and child may need a 
psy chiatric study . But frequently the 
mere suggestion by the fam ily phy si- 
1 cian that such a course is necessary 
is enough to snap a parent 
into 
i getting a firm er grip on the situa ­ 
tion. 
Q—Our son was operated on at the 
i age of 3 months for cranial sy nos­ 
tosis. W hat caused this? Can any - 
| thing be done for it? If we have 
another child would 
he have 
the 
| same condition? 
A—Your son had a prem ature clos- 
j ing of the soft spot in his skull. This 
is caused by some fault in the early 
development of the em bry o. It lim its 
I the capacity of the skull to grow and, 
1 because the brain continues to grow 
at a normal pace, the pressure with- 
jon the skull builds up. 
Som etim es 
this can lie relieved by operation 
but there is alway s some d anger of 
brain dam age and blindness. It is 
most 
unlikely that this deform ity 
would occur twice in one fam ily .
